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H< | b fax machines generate controversy

To improve communication 
throughout the district, Ro- 
mulus Community School offi- 
cials have equipped 
themselves with facsimile ma- 
chines installed in their re- 
spective homes. 

With funds from the $45 mil- 
lion bond issue approved by 
voters last year, the Romulus 
Board of Education purchased 
16 fax machines. 

One was installed in each of 
the seven board members’ 


homes, one in the school ad- 
ministrative office and one in 
each of the eight schools in Ro- 
mulus. 

“It’s a cost efficient means 
to get information to and from 
school officials in a timely 
way,” said Terrel M. LeCesne, 
assistant superintendent for 
administrative services. “And 
in most cases, the cost of a fax 
is less than the cost of a phone 
call.” 

And that’s not the only sav- 
ings involved, according to Ro- 
mulus Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell. 

“Before, when one of the 
board members requested in- 


formation or we had to get im- 
portant information to them, 
we had to send a messenger in 
a bus,” Bedell said. “With the 
fax machine, it’s a lot cheaper 
and easier to get information 
out” 

In addition, he said, it’s eas- 
ier for the elected officials to 
answer questions from the citi- 
zens more accurately. 

“If they’re not quite sure of 
the answer to a question, they 
fax it to the administrative 
building and we fax them the 
information right back,” Be- 
dell said. “It’s the greatest 
thing since sliced bread.” 

The machines were pur- 


chased at a cost of $650 each 
for a total of $4,550. Although 
LeCesne justified the pur- 
chase as part of the furniture/ 
equipment account of the $45 
million bond issue, a con- 
cerned citizen called The Ro- 
mulus Roman voice her 
opinion and that of many 
others, she said. 

“I did not vote that bond is- 
sue in so that the members of 
the school board could have a 
fax machine in their home,” 
the woman said. “I strongly be- 
lieve the funds are being mis- 
appropriated and I believe 
those who did vote the bond 
issue in should be informed of 


where their tax dollars are be- 
ing spent.” 

The resident called the 
State Board of Education in 
Lansing to see if the funds 
were being properly allocated. 

“They were flabergasted by 
my allegations but I believe if 
more residents voice their 
opinion, it will be looked into,” 
she said. 

Bedell believes that anyone 
who doesn’t think the ma- 
chines are a good idea doesn’t 
realize the impact of the tech- 
nology on efficiency. 

“Many people think it’s a 
luxury item we gave ourselves, 
but I believe within 10 years 


elected officials across the 
United States will all have 
these in their homes so that 
they can be more efficient 
than ever before,” he said. 

He wants it to be known that 
although the machines will re- 
main in the school offices, ma- 
chines in board members’ 
homes are on loan to them 
only for as long as they remain 
on the board. 

“Once a board member 
leaves the board, the fax will 
be returned to the district," he 
said. “If those complaining 
look closely, I’m sure they’ll 
see it’s a very cheap and effi- 
cient way to communicate.” 


Public 

hearing 

slated

A public hearing is sched- 
uled next week to discuss the 
proposed new I- 94 inter- 
change at Vining Road in Ro- 
mulus. 

The proposed intersection 
is designed to provide full ac- 
cess to and from both direc- 
tions of the highway and 
Vining Road. If completed, of- 
ficials believe the interchange 
will provide better access to 
existing and planned eco- 
nomic development centers in 
and near the project area. 

“The interchange will pro- 
vide access to all the vacant 
land between Wayne and Mer- 
riman roads where a major re- 
gional corporate office is 
proposed to be built,” said De- 
nnis Oakes, director of commu- 
nity development for Romulus. 
“It will also provide better ac- 
cess to the airport.” 

The corporate offices, 
which will be named Metro 
World Centre, are being pro- 
posed by developer and owner 
of the 800 acres of vacant land, 
Lloyd Ecclestone, who hopes 
to start construction of a 
150,000 office building in the 
beginning of next year, accord- 
ing to Oakes. 

Although Ecclestone will 
most likely begin construction 
with or without the intersec- 
tion, and airport expansion 
will continue in either case, of- 
ficials believe an interchange 
at Vining Road would ease 
traffic that will be generated 
by the planned development. 

Officials from the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
considered six alternatives to 
improve traffic flow in that 
area. Four alternatives were 
eliminated and the remaining 
two will be discussed at the 
public hearing, according to 
Oakes. 

The two alternatives still 
under consideration consist of 
a “no- build” alternative and 
the proposed cloverleaf inter- 
change. 

The “no-build” alternative 
involves no capital invest- 
ments and, simply put, means 
the area will be left as is. 

The preferred alternative 
would consist of constructing 
five ramps for the interchange, 
relocating Vining Road and in- 
cluding a fourth or weave lane 
to both directions of 1-94 

According to Oakes, the pro- 
posed cost of the project is 
about $15 million. 

If the decision is made to 
begin building the intersec- 
tion, construction should start 
in 1993, Oakes said.

Bank robbers sought

An armed robbery occurred 
at the National Bank of Detroit 
on the corner of Ecorse and 
Merriman roads in Romulus 
last week. 

At about 2:15 p.m. Nov. 20, 
two men adorned in gloves and 
what appeared to be nylon 
stocking masks, entered the 
bank and confronted the man- 
ager with a dark-colored, semi- 
automatic weapon, according 
to Romulus police. 

The man holding the 
weapon ordered the four 
tellers to give them all the 
large bills. The accomplice 
collected the money as the 
tellers complied, police said. 

The pair then fled the bank 
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on foot and were last seen 
heading west. 

The man with the gun was 
described as a thin male about 
5-foot, 10- inches to 6-foot in 
height. He wore dark gloves 
and clothing, police said. 

The accomplice was also de- 
scribed as a thin male wearing 
dark clothing. He was said to 
have been between 5-foot, 
8-inches and 5- foot, 10-inches 
in height. He was not seen with 


a weapon, according to police. 

They said the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation has taken 
over the case and, with the aid 
of photos from security cam- 
eras in the bank, have devel- 
oped two suspects in the 
incident. 

Neither had yet been ar- 
rested at press time. 

There were no customers in 
the bank at the time of the rob- 
bery, police said.

Mesaba Airlines has had 
nothing but good fortune since 
it joined the Northwest team 
at Detroit Metropolitan Air 
port in 1988, and thier success 
story seems to just keep un- 
folding. 

A ribbon-cutting ceremony 
last Friday marked the open- 
ing of the Mesaba Airlines 
Maintenance Hanger and a 
whole new era of efficiency for 
the company. 

“Having the maintanance 
facility at Detroit Metro will 
make us far more reliable than 
ever before,” said Jeff Jones, 
director of marketing and 
planning for Mesaba head- 
quarters in Minneapolis. 

Although they have had use 
of a maintanance facility 
through the years, the com- 
pany formerly leased the area 


from other companies at 
Metro. 

“We’ll now have our very 
own area that will hopefully 
put an end to maintenance de- 
lays,” Jones said.

Police victors 
in wild chase

The 46-year-old Romulus 
woman who held police off at 
gunpoint from her home faced 
a preliminary examination 
last Wednesday in 34th District 
Court. 

Evelyn Minor was arrested 
Nov. 12 and charged with felo- 
nious assualt after first evad- 
ing ploice officers in a high 
speed chase. 

The police originally went 
to Minor’s home at noon Nov. 7 
after receiving a commitment 
order which her family ob- 
tained in Probate Court. Police 
inteded to escort Minor, to the 
Psychiatric Intervention Cen- 
ter in Westland for evaluation 
and never expected her to res- 
ist at gunpoint, according to 
Romulus Police Officer Lt. 
Eric Painter. 

“Apparently at the time she 
didn’t believe we were the po- 
lice so she refused to accom 
pany us,” Painter said. 

Unable to talk the woman 
out of her home and unable to 
violate her rights and enter, 
the police remained outside to 
continue a five-day vigil. 

“We sent unmarked police 
cars to watch for her V* e-rne 
outside of her home,” Painter 
said. 

He reported that the woman 
left her home at about 12:30 
p.m. Nov. 12. The unmarked 
police car followed her and 
called for assistance as she 
crossed into Taylor.

Thanksgiving holiday celebrated in many different ways 


Thanksgiving Day celebrations rarely begin with a trip 
“over the river and through the woods” today, but the holiday 
still retains many of the traditions and customs of days gone 
by. 

Our American Thanksgiving has its origin in the Plymouth 
Colony when the Pilgrim, who had migrated to Massachusetts, 
gave thanks for their first harvest. However, it was the third 
harvest which is said to have inspired the celebration which 
we continue today.

When he established the holiday, Governor William Bra- 
* dord proclaimed, “Inasmuch, as the great Father has given us 
this year an abundant harvest of Indian corn, wheat, beans, 
; squashes and garden vegetables, and has made the forests to 
abound with game and the sea with fish and clams, I, your 
magistrate, do proclaim that all ye Pilgrims, with your wives 
and litle ones, do gather at ye meeting house, on ye hill, 
between the hours of 9 and 12 on Thursday. Nov. 29, of the 
year of our Lord 1623, and the third year since ye Pilgrims 
landed on ye Pilgrim Rock.” 

In some homes, five grains of corn are placed by the plates 
of each family member to remind them of the lean days expe- 


rienced by the Pilgrims prior to their successful harvest. 

Thanksgiving Day was established by the state of Massa 
chusetts in 1631, and President Abraham Lincoln made it a 
national celebration during his term in office. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt proclaimed the fourth Thursday in No- 
vember as Thanksgiving Day in 1939. 

Before the official proclamations, many ethnic groups cele- 
brated Harvest Home to mark the end of the fall crop gather- 
ing with feasts and prayers of thanksgiving. 

The practice of celebrating harvests, in fact, was observed 
by the Chinese thousands of years ago, and both the Greeks 
and Romans set aside special days of feasting to honor their 
agricultural dieties. Native Americans celebrated their com 
havest with a dancing, feasting and thanks to the “Great Fa- 
ther.” Thanksgiving may also have its roots in the Jewish 
Feast of the Tabernacles. 

Tradition plays a major role in Thanksgiving Day celebra- 
tions, perhaps, more so than in most American holidays. For 
most families, the holiday marks a gathering of the family and 
close friends for a turkey dinner and trimmings - dressing, 
mashed potatoes, candied yams, cranberry sauce, an array of 


salads and vegetables plus a hot. spicy pumpkin Because of 
the varied ethnic heritage of Americans, the holiday tradi 
tions are often mixed with special foods from the countries of 
their origin. 

During the past years, new "traditions" have crept into the 
celebration of Thanksgiving Day. Early in the morning, young 
sters and adults tune their televisions to the holiday parades 
originating from downtown Detroit. Philadelphia. New York 
and. sometimes. Hawaii. Those who want to experience the 
first-hand thrill of the holiday parade, bundle up their young 
sters and seek out a spot on the Woodward Avenue parade 
route to see the official arrival of Santa Claus. For the first 
time, parade-viewers can reserve a bleacher seat to watch the 
holiday parade. 

After the bountiful meal has been consumed, another mod 
era tradition takes over as sports fans tune in the football 
games. Thanksgiving Day also marks the beginning of the pre- 
Christmas season, a time when stores throughout the area 
prepare to launch their day-after Thanksgiving shopping 
sales. 

Now,. the countdown begins. It is only 28 days until 
Christmas.

Lodge opens doors to senior guests

Guess who’s coming to 
Thanksgiving dinner? 

Busloads and carloads of se- 
nior citizens are flocking to the 
Loyal Order of Moose Lodge 
934 to consume a free Thanks- 
giving dinner and all the trim- 
mings. 

In past years, 200 or more 
seniors dined at the Moose 
Lodge and this year the nu- 
mber served reached close to 
the 300 mark with more than 70 
lodge members working to pre- 
pare and serve the feast, ac- 
cording to Jim McCoy, lodge 
administrator. 

“I don’t know how many of 
those we serve are needy peo- 
ple, but certainly there are 
some that might not have a 
real Thanksgiving meal if it 
were not for our dinner,” Mc- 
Coy said. “Helping our commu- 
nity is a function of our lodge, 


and our members have done 
this for many years.” 

More than 100 man hours go 
into the food preparation with' 
cooks baking, deboning and 
slicing the 33 20-pound turkeys 
and cooking the accompani- 
ments to the meal. On the day 
of dinner, volunteers set the 
table, serve the food to the 
guests and clean up the dining 
hall and kitchen. 

Although the project is 
sponsored by the Moose 
Lodge, some community in- 
volvement contributes to its 
success. For example, fifth- 
graders from Edgemont Ele- 
mentary School made center- 
pieces for the Thanksgiving 
tables as their contribution to 
the senior event. 

To enable lodge members to 
spend the Nov. 28 holiday with 
their own families, the special 
Thanksgiving dinner for se- 
niors was staged last Sunday. 

“I’ve been working on it for 
10 or 12 years,” said Thanksgiv- 


ing project co-chairman Don 
Moore. “We started it as a func- 
tion for our aged members and 
then it was extended to the 
convalescent home r'sidents. 
Later, the seniors from the 
area were invited.” 

Moore noted that 276 guests, 
including 32 from the Belle 
Woods Center, attended the 
annual Thanksgiving meal last 
year. 

“Every year, we get a card of 
appreciation from September 
Days Senior Center, expres- 
sing their thanks. It really 
makes us feel good to know 
that the seniors appreciate 
what we are doing,” Moore 
said. 

“This year, as we see more 
need in the community, we’d 
like to expand our service, but 
we just aren’t equipped to han- 
dle more than the Belleville 
area,” Moore said. “It makes 
me feel especially good to see 
the people from the convales- 
cent center enjoy their meal 


In fact, many of the women 
who serve the meals ask to be 
scheduled during the time the 
convalescent home people are 
here.” 

Co-chairman Doug Traskos, 
who has been involved in the 
project for five years, shares 
Moore’s feelings about serving 
the shut-ins. 

“They need help getting off 
their buses and some of them 
need help in eating, and it 
gives us real pleasure to do 
something for them,” Traskos 
said. 

“There’s lot of work in- 
volved, but it is worthwhile. 
When it is all over we all look 
back and laugh together and 
exchange comments and 
thank-yous that we’ve re- 
ceived,” Traskos said. “I think 
that one of these days, I’ll be 
old and I hope I can sit down to 
one of these meals and there 
will be someone who’ll care 
enough to feed me.”

Resident Bo Wha Kim ex- 
plained how the food is dis 
played on the table. Besides 
choosing the correct kinds of 
food for the celebration, orga- 
nizing the food is of utmost im 
portance. 

"You put out as much fruit 
as possible on the table," Kim 
said. “The fruit is placed on 
the east side of the table. You 
should have bright colored 
fruit such as an apple or yel- 


low pear.” 

Once the beef is prepared,'; 
the family then places the 
meal on the west side of the- 
table. 

“Seafood is placed aboveT 
the fruits, and vegetables are-' 
situated on the top left portion-* 
of the table,” Kim said. “In thel 
middle section from top to bot-I 
tom we place the wine, sojr 
sauce under the wine, soup un- 
der the soy sauce and fruit oti 
the bottom of the table." I

“This is a very traditional-

East Indian Thanksgiving features vegetarian treats for families

Jawaharial Bhalla of Can 
ton is celebrating his eighth 
Thanksgiving in the United 
States. But Bhalla doesn’t cele 
brate the holiday the tradi 
tional American way. 

”1 came to this country from 
Madras, India in 1984, and I 
love everything about the holi 
day season," Bhalla said. “But 
1 am a strict vegetarian, so 1 
don’t indulge in turkey or 
goose dinners on Thanksgiv 


ing. My family and 1 celebrate 
with unusual vegetable dishes. 
But 1 do watch the parades and 
football on TV.” 

Bhalla said that his family’s 
Thanksgiving dinner this year 
will include a traditional 
puffed bread called puri, a 
pastry filled with peas, po 
tatoes, raisins, herbs and 
spices, and the main entree - 
vegetabler-in-the- round. 

“The vegetables-in-the- 
round is actually called sabji 
kofta.” Bhalla said. “It is a very 
delicious dish that I'm sure all 


Americans would enjoy if they 
ever tried it.” 

The dish is simple to pre- 
pare. The recipe calls for 1 1/2 
pounds of mixed, diced vegeta 
bles of one’s choice, cleaned 
and peeled as needed. 

“You can use mushrooms, 
green peppers, broccoli, 
squash, or any other vegetable 
that you are particularly fond 
of,” Bhalla said. 

Dice the vegetables and 
steam cook on medium heat, 
adding four cloves of garlic, 1/4 
ounce of fresh grated ginger 


root, and 3/4 teaspoon of salt 
When tender, mash the mix- 
ture. 

Add 1/4 teaspoon of garam 
masala (a commercial spice 
mixture) and two ounces of dry 
bread crumbs. Mix thoroughly 
and divide the mixture into 10 
to 12 equal parts, shaping into 
balls 1 1/2 to 2 inches in diame- 
ter. 

In a skillet fry the vegetable 
balls in low^holesterol vege 
table oil until golden brown 
Serve hot with gravy. Makes 
four to six servings. 


To prepare the gravy, heat 
four ounces of butter, add four 
ounces of chopped onions and 
four ounces of grated onions, 
and fry until golden 

Remove from heat, and add 
1/2 teaspoon of red, cayenne 
pepper and stir until the color 
of the pepper is blended into 
the butter Add 1/2 ounce of 
ginger, eight cloves of garlic, 
one rounded teaspoon of 
ground coriander, 1 1/2 teas 
poons of salt. 1/2 teaspoon of 
garam masala, and eight 
ounces of sliced tomatoes. 

Cook until the garam mas

It seemed to come as no su- 
prise to residents of Romulus 
that Mary Ann Banks captured 
the greatest number of votes in 
the Nov. 5 election to become 
the city Mayor Pro Tern for the 
pext two years. 

With a total of 1,716 votes re- 
ceived out of the 2,669 cast 
throughout the city, Banks 
stole the limelight and has re- 
turned to fill the seat which 
she occupied from 1977 to 1989 
at which time she elected not 
to seek office. 

At the first official council 
meeting of her new tenue, 
Banks addressed residents 
and set her goals for the fu- 
ture. 

“It’s absolutely wonderful to 
have my seat back on council,” 
she said. “My goals now are to 
run the meetings in a fair and 
effective manner, to listen to 
what the citizens of Romulus 
have to say and to encourage 
them to attend council meet- 
ings in the future. 

"After two years absence, 
it’s great to be back. I’d like to 
thank all the elected officials 
for so graciously making me 
feel welcome and I am both 
humbled and proud.” 

! At that same meeting, for- 
iher councilman Fred Junior 
Block was elected to serve on 
the city board of appeals. Al- 
though he didn’t capture 
gnough votes to again serve as 
q councilmember, the current 
council praised him for his 


past 20 and one-half years of 
service and felt he would be a 
great asset in his new position. 

“He is a very committed and 
conscientious person,” Banks 
said. Other echoed those senti- 
ments. 

Later that night, Council- 
man Randolph Gear, formerly 
mayor pro tern, was elected to 
serve as the councilman pro 
tern for the city. This honor 
means he will again head the 
council if for some reason 
Banks is unable to attend a 
meeting. 

Gear is now in his third year 
as a councilmember and con- 
siders himself an active mem- 
ber of the community. He is a 
1969 graduate of Romulus 
High School and a graduate of 
the University of Michigan, 
and currently teaches art. 

Gear is also a sergeant in 
the United States Army re- 
serves. 

“I love this city and I care 
very much about what goes on 
within, and how residents and 
workers are affected,” Gear 
said “A lot of positive things 
have taken place here in the’ 
past couple years and there’s a 
lot more to come.” 

Gear looks forward to keep- 
ing Romulus a growing and 
thriving community, he said. 

Third vote-getter on the new 
team was Jimmie Raspberry 
who has been a councilmem- 
ber since 1970. 

Raspberry previously 
served as a trustee for Ro- 
mulus Township. Facing a 
campaign loss in 1973, he re- 
sumed office from 1975 to 1985, 
and again in 1987, after recov- 
ering from the death of his 
wife. 

Raspberry is a graduate of 
Industrial High School and is a 
retired from Ford Motor Com- 
pany. 

“I would like to thank the 
citizens for giving me support 
over the many years,” Raspbe- 
rry-^aid. “I will continue to be 
fair and responsible and use 
my best judgment in exercis-

Premature birth is the leading 
cause of infant death in the 
United States. Although 

& remature birth cannot always 
e anticipated or prevented, early 
renatal care often is the key to a 
ealthy live birth. 

Normal gestation time for a 
human inlant is 40 weeks. A 
baby who is bom before 37 
weeks runs a risk of having 
underdeveloped lungs and other 
organs, making it difficult to 
withstand life outside the womb 

Common causes of premature 
birth 

Following are some common 
conditions that can contribute to 
the possibility of premature 
birth 

• Maternal history of premature 
births or miscarriages 
• A multiple-birth pregnancy 
• Structured or physical 
problems, such as a 
misshapen uterus or fibroid 
tumors 

• Chronic maternal disease, 
such as diabetes or kidney 
disease 

• Acute maternal disease, such 
as untreated infection or a 
problem that requires surgery 
during pregnancy 

Early prenatal care is key 

If detected early enough 
through ultrasound ana other 
tests, premature labor can be 


delayed until the baby is more 
fully developed. By performing 
simple exams, physicians can 
diagnose and treat certain 
ailments that may lead to 
premature labor, and doctors will 
educate mothers on how to 
recognize symptoms of 
premature labor Some mothers 
can be fitted with a monitoring 
device to track uterine 
contractions. 

Treatment measures 

Treatment for premature labor 
is most likely to succeed if begun 
very early in the first stages of 
labor Most therapy combines 
medication and rest, beginning in 
the hospital and continuing at 
home. Some women may need to 
spend several weeks in a 
hospital. Not all premature 
labors can be stopped. Also, 
sometimes the condition of the 
mother or infant makes it more 
desirable to allow the labor to 
continue. 

If premature birth occurs, the 
baby's chances for survival and 
long-term health increase greatly 
with care in a modem neonatal 
intensive care unit For this 
reason, any mother who is at risk 
for premature labor should talk 
to her doctor about delivering in 
a hospital that has a Level III 
NICU facility — such as Oakwood

St. Mary’s used a basic, ball- 
control, off-tackle running 
game to consistently attack the 
Robichaud defense through- 
out the contest.

Test for freshness when choosing a tree 


Choosing a Christmas tree 
can be an enjoyable experi- 
ence for the family, according 
to Essie Boughan, who with 
her husband, Ken, is the owner 
of Boughan’s Tree Farm on 
Hull Road in BelltKrille. 

Since 1951, area families 
have started their holiday sea- 
son with a visit to Boughan’s 
Tree Farm to select a Scotch 
pine, Austrian pine, red pine 
or spruce tree for the holidays. 

“A few simple guidelines 
can make selection of a fresh, 
natural Christmas tree more 
fbn and the best value for your 
money,” Boughan said. “First, 
determine where you will dis- 
play the tree so that you will 
be able to tell what size and 
shape you need. Next, do a 
freshness test to see that the 
needles are resilient and hold 
to the branches.” 

The branch can be tested by 
holding it about 6 inches from 
the tip, and pulling your hand 
toward the tip and then allow- 
ing the branch to slip through 
your fingers, she said. Needles 
should adhere to the branch 
and not fall off in the hand. 

“Another freshness test is to 
lift the tree a couple of inches 
off the ground and then bring 
it down Firmly on the stump 
end. Outside, green needles 
should not fall off in substan- 
tial numbers when that is 
done,” the tree farm owner 
said. “Also, remember a good 
fragrance and green color in- 
dicate freshness.” 

To keep the tree fresh, re- 
member to keep it watered 
and follow these rules: 

• Make a fresh cut across the 
base of the trunk about one- 
fourth inch. When the tree is 
cut, a seal of sap occurs natu- 
rally over its stump which

keeps moisture in the tree. It is 
important to break the seal to 
allow the tree to “drink” the 
water needed to keep it fresh 
throughout the holidays. 

• Put the tree in a water- 
holding stand immediately. If 
you are not ready to decorate 
it, put it in a bucket of water 
within 12 hours of making the 
cut. 

• Keep plenty of water in

• Position your tree away 
from heat sources such as fire 
places and television sets. 

• Be sure that all light cords 
and connections are in good 
working condition. 

“Remember, to ensure that 
there will be an ample supply 
of Christmas trees for genera- 
tion to come, new seedlings 
are planted every year by tree 
growers throughout the coun- 
try,” said Boughan. “We want

Every person with a driver’s 
license whould be aware of the 
laws that govern the use of that 
license. The law regarding the 
“No Parking” area in front of 
Monroe School is adopted 
from the Michigan Department 
of State Police Uniform Traffic 
Code as follows: 

“Section 8.10; subsection 1-- 
A person shall not STOP, 
STAND or PARK a vehicle in 
any of the following places, ex- 
cept when necessary to avoid 
conflict with other traffic or to 
comply with the law or the di- 
rection of a police officer or a 
traffic control device: 

Article (F) Within 20 feet of 
a crosswalk.. .Article (R) at any 
place where official signs pro- 
hibit stopping, standing or 
parking. 

I am in full support of the 
actions taken by the Wavne 
Department of Public Safety 
and will continue to partici- 
pate in any matter that will 
keep the children at Monroe 
School safe. I hope that in the 
near future the parents men- 
tioned earlier outgrow their ig- 
norance and realize that not 
enforcing the law puts our 
children at risk, enforcing the 
law protects them.

Mustang-performance is still tops 


Despite the current blip on 
the economic screen, Thanks- 
giving travelers are going 
home for the holiday, but many 
will be driving this year, AAA 
reports. 

Police and the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation of- 
ficials say traffic counts will 
moderate over the long holi- 
day weekend but that snow in 
many regions of the state could 
bring out addiditonal numbers 
of skiers and snowmobilers. 

Although predictions differ 
by spokespersons for the ma- 
jor airline, train and bus com- 
panies on the extent of travel 
during the holiday period, 
many say it should be equal or 
slightly better than last year 
when high fuel prices and un- 
rest in the Persian Gulf damp- 
ened spirits. 

As for the continuing holi- 
day season: “While driving will 
be popular this Thanksgiving, 
many people will still be flying 
to their traditional holiday 
destinations,” stated Diane 
Willard, Vice- president of 
AAA Travel Agency. 

“Consumers are being very 
cautious about where they 
spend their discretionary dol- 
lars and want the most value 
for their money,” she added. 
“On a short weekend, they may 
fly in order to spend more time 
with family and loved ones.” 

But there is still more travel 
than last year, she said. 

“We’re getting back on 
track.” 

I — She also predicts things will 
pick up this winter. 


“We see a pent-up desire for 
travel in February and march 
to the so- called warm weather 
cabin fever destinations.” 

For those traveling by train, 
bus or plane, however, the ad- 
vice is to book early in order to 
take advantage of any discount 
fares being offered. Also ad- 
vised is to be flexible on travel 
dates and to avoid peak travel 
days which are Nov. 26 and 27 
and Dec. 1 this year. 

Train travel will be “mostly 
up from last year,” according 
to officials. Amtrak rail ex- 
perts say travel to and from 
areas with large college popu- 
lations, such as Ann Arbor, 
Columbus and Boston will be 
heavy. 

For Michigan residents 
driving to Grandma’s house for 
turkey and pumpkin pie, many 
may be happy to hear that gas 
will be plentiful and cheaper 
than last year when regular 
statewide self-serve unleaded 
cost $1.37 per gallon. The AAA 
Michigan latest survey puts it 
at $1.13 and says that motorists 
whould have no problem find- 
ing gasoline on Thanksgiving 
since more than half of the sta- 
tions surveyed plan to remain 
open after 9 p.m. that day. 

On a somber note, AAA re- 
ports that last year 19 people 
died in 18 crashes on state 
roads during the 102-hour holi- 
day weekend, up five over 
1989. They say half of those ac- 
cidents involved alcohol. 

The holiday officially be- 
gins at 6 p.m. Nov. 27 and ends 
at midnight on Dec. 1.

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Safety first 

Secretary of state 
offers driving tips for 
inclement weather 


Winter is just around the cor- 
ner. For safer, more carefree 
winter driving there are cer- 
tain things every driver should 
know and do. Here are a few 
tips from Secretary of State 
Richard H. Austin. 

As the weather begins to 
change, watch carefully for icy 
patches. Bridges often freeze 
before the rest of the road. And, 
sections beneath underpasses, 
where the sun does not thaw the 
ground, may offer pleasant 
surprises. 

However, the key is not to 
overreact. Try to plan ahead 
when driving. Most skids hap- 
pen when trying to turn or stop 
suddenly on slippery pave- 
ment. 

When sliding on ice or snow, 
whether or not you have anti- 
lock brakes, experts advise us- 
ing steady pressure on the 
brake pedal, to keep steering 
control while reducing the 
vehicle speed safely. Be sure to 
steer the front wheels in the 
direction of the skid so that 
when you hit dry pavement, the 
vehicle wheels are aimed cor- 
rectly. 

Another important tip is to 
always keep windows free of 
ice and snow. Check for clean 
headlights and taillights, clear 
windows and mirrors. Road 
film and slush is messy, but can 
also cause bulbs to burn out 
more quickly. 

Michigan law requires that 
headlights be turned on one 
half-hour after sunset until one 
half-hour before sunrise, and 
any other time there is not 
enough daylight to let you see 
people and vehicles clearly at 


500 feet However, never hesi- 
tate to put your lights on and 
keep them on w hen you want to 
increase vehicle visibility. 

Here is a list of tips for driv- 
ing in bad weather: 

• Always give yourself 
enough time and space to do 
what you need to do safely. 

• Never follow another vehi- 
cle too closely. 

• Plan extra travel time. 

• Drive defensively. 

• Concentrate on your driv- 
ing and be courteous. 

If you get stuck in the snow, 
do not rock a car with automa- 
tic transmission back and forth 
more than about two minutes. 
Do not gun the motor or spin the 
wheels; and do not shift from 
forward to reverse or reverse 
to forward w hile the w heels are 
moving. All of these actions 
can overheat an automatic 
transmission, possibly result- 
ing in costly repairs. 

During an emergency, parti- 
cularly on a highw ay, raise the 
vehicle hood and or tie a hank- 
erchief on the radio antenna, 
driver’s side door handle or 
mirror and wait for assistance. 
If you must leave a disabled 
vehicle or attempt on-the- 
scene repairs, be extra alert 
for passing vehicles and stay 
well off the roadway. If condi- 
tions are bad, passing drivers 
may not be able to see you at 
all. It is both dangerous and 
against the law to walk on a 
freeway. 

Finally, the most important 
tip, make sure you and all pas- 
sengers, including children, 
are properly buckled up. And, 
have a safe trip.
